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Our 

Health  Care 
Network 


James  Madison's  diary  of  the  events  of  the  Constitu- 
tional Convention  in  Philadelphia  substantiates  that 
there  were,  among  the  Founding  Fathers,  some  who 
did  not  fully  understand  that  the  system  they  created 
would  have  a major  impact  on  subsequent  genera- 
tions. For  others,  like  Jefferson  and  Hamilton,  it 
would  come  as  no  surprise  that  in  1972  such  issues 
as  the  journalist's  right  to  be  silent  about  his  sources 
of  information  would  be  in  debate. 

For  the  less  far-seeing  of  the  constitutional  authors 
the  debate  over  public  support  forchurch-run  schools 
or  the  running  battle  for  ascendency  between  the  ex- 
ecutive and  legislative  branches  might  be  seen  as 
something  of  a failure  in  their  long-range  planning. 
But,  for  men  like  Benjamin  Franklin,  the  current  round 
of  arguments  over  fundamental  constitutional  issues 
would  suggest  that  the  system  they  created  was  alive 
and  well. 

It  was  the  hope  of  the  framers  of  the  Republic  to 
develop  a set  of  guidelines  for  their  own  time,  guide- 
lines flexible  enough  for  each  succeeding  generation 
to  make  its  own  decisions  about  its  own  conduct.  The 
dynamic  of  free  choice  and  the  opportunity  to  adjust 
to  changing  conditions  were  essential  to  the  genius 
of  the  Founding  Fathers'  plan. 

However,  in  providing  later  ages  with  the  chance 
to  determine  the  specifics  of  their  own  lives,  they  also 
had  us  understand  that  this  carried  grave  responsi- 
bilities. 


Now,  as  we  approach  the  two-hundredth  birthday 
of  the  Republic,  the  American  nation  is  settling  down 
to  a period  of  stock  taking.  We  want  to  know  how  we 


came  to  this  particular  crossroads— and  how  we  are 
to  proceed  from  here. 

The  same  review  that  all  the  other  elements  of  so- 
ciety are  experiencing  is  underway  for  the  American 
health  network  and  the  patterns  of  health  care  are 
no  longer  the  province  of  only  the  professional.  The 
health  of  the  American  people  is  properly  a concern 
of  all  Americans  and  the  new  directions  taken  will  be 
decided  through  a consensus  of  all  the  people. 

There  have  been  many  investigations  and  reviews 
of  our  health  network  in  recent  years.  There  have 
been  books  by  the  dozen,  congressional  inquiries— 
self  analyses  by  the  hospital  and  medical  establish- 
ments—recommendations  from  consumer  spokes- 
men. Many  studies,  sponsored  by  the  insurance  car- 
riers, by  foundations,  and  by  governmental  agencies 
have  been  published. 

We  have  much  to  choose  from  for  pin-pointing 
weaknesses  or  for  panacea.  If  we  merely  seek  an 
apologia  for  our  own  efforts,  we  can  find  that,  too. 

But,  for  St.  Luke's— now,  as  in  the  past— we  want 
better  answers,  because  we  are  committed  to  doing 
an  increasingly  better  job. 

The  one  thing  that  is  painfully  obvious  about  health 
care  in  America  is  that  there  is  no  single  system.  We 
have  a complicated  set  of  systems,  a network,  which 
is  badly  in  need  of  coordination. 

This  suggests  a problem  in  balance.  We  know  that 
confining  authority  to  a central  leadership  can  lead  to 
greater  efficiency.  We  also  recognize  the  dangers 
that  lie  in  too  much  consolidation  of  power. 

The  idea  of  spreading  responsibility  is  clearly  in  the 
American  tradition.  The  spirit  of  voluntarism,  which 
the  Founding  Fathers  favored  in  the  governmental 
structure  itself,  demands  that  there  be  decision-mak- 
ing powers  at  various  levels.  Unfortunately,  possibili- 
ties for  duplication  and  waste  are  multiplied  with 
distribution  of  authority.  In  either  case,  under  central 
authority  or  in  a widely  spread  leadership,  the  oppor- 
tunity for  bureaucratic  growth  is  present. 


If  consolidating  the  power  for  decisions  in  health 
care  is  not  acceptable  to  us— and  it  is  not,  and  if  the 
idea  of  a leadership  vacuum  is  equally  unacceptable 
—then  we  must  find  a new  way  to  structure  the  net- 
work. This  time  of  national  reflection  can  be  wisely 
used  to  clear  the  air  surrounding  the  health  network. 

The  concept  that  has  been  emerging  in  other  areas 
of  American  life— and  which  seems  to  make  sense  for 
our  health  care  network— is  one  of  shared  responsi- 
bility. By  that  we  mean  the  adoption  of  our  funda- 
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mental  American  system  of  appropriate  autonomy  to 
health  care. 

In  order  to  be  both  equitable  and  effective,  the 
sharing  of  decision  making  requires  well-coordinated 
and  clearly-defined  areas  of  authority,  which  should 
be  outlined  on  the  basis  of  competence.  This  assumes 
a level  of  trust  and  confidence  in  each  other.  The 
medical  profession,  independent  financiers  where 
they  exist,  the  providers  of  health  care  facilities— like 
hospitals— and  the  health  consumer,  will  each  have 
to  carve  out  an  area  of  autonomy.  These  autonomous 
areas  must  be  mutually  agreed  upon  with  the  criteria 
being  the  ability  to  produce  the  best  level  of  care  for 
the  American  people.  Into  such  a network  must  be 
built  a checks  and  balances  arrangement. 

As  in  any  well  ordered,  but  democratic,  activity,  we 
will  need  an  umpire,  a sort  of  judge  in  a court  of  last 
resort. 

This  authority,  or  arbiter,  will  not  be  the  rule- 
maker,  but  rather  the  interpreter  of  rules,  previously 
and  mutually  determined  for  the  conduct  of  a well 
organized  and  effectively  run  health  care  network. 

Of  course,  the  rules  and  the  system  must  be  flexible 
enough  to  adapt  to  needed  shifts,  as  in  the  case  of  the 
Constitution.  Our  constantly  improving  technology, 
our  ever  improving  management  skills,  and  the  evolv- 
ing requirements  of  the  health  consumer  all  point  to 
the  need  for  flexibility. 

The  health  care  umpire,  whatever  shape  that  indi- 
vidual, or  agency,  or  joint  committee  should  take— 
will  be  responsible  ultimately  to  the  American  peo- 
ple. How  long  it  will  take  to  re-track  our  health  care 
network  is  hard  to  predict.  What  its  ultimate  form  will 
take  is  even  harder  to  visualize. 


But  we  do  know  this— the  spirit  of  voluntarism  must 
be  kept  alive  in  America's  health  care  future.  The  vol- 
untary hospitals  must  be  an  autonomous  part  of  that 
network.  And,  there  are  two  tasks  that  the  represen- 
tatives of  voluntary  hospitals  must  accept. 

First,  they  must  keep  informed  and  must  partici- 
pate actively  in  the  national  dialogue  on  health  care. 
They  must  be  present  and  vocal  when  decisions  are 
being  made. 

Second,  and  of  equal  importance,  is  our  perform- 
ance in  the  remaining  years  of  this  decade.  We  need 
creativity  in  medicine,  in  management,  in  the  delivery 
of  care. 

Our  part,  the  voluntary  hospital's  part,  in  the  health 
network  pre-dates  the  Republic.  When  Ben  Franklin 
organized  the  first  voluntary  hospital,  he  called  on  the

Colonial  government,  on  influential  Philadelphians, 
and  on  doctors.  He  succeeded;  so  did  the  voluntary 
hospital. 

Now,  three  years  before  our  Republic  celebrates  its 
two  hundredth  birthday,  is  an  appropriate  time  for 
reflection  and  restructuring.  The  voluntary  hospitals 
have  made  enormous  contributions  in  those  two  hun- 
dred years  and  will  do  so  again  in  the  next  two  hun- 
dred years. 

It  is  often  observed  that  we  get  the  kind  of  govern- 
ment we  deserve.  The  same  will  be  true  of  our  health 
care.  We  will  get  out  of  it,  just  what  we  put  into  it. 


The  annual  report,  too,  is  an  opportunity  for  review 
and  reflection.  We  find  ourselves,  at  St.  Luke's,  not  at 
the  end  of  a period  of  difficulty  but  still  riding  the 
rapids  of  change,  still  feeling  fiscal  pressures. 

Each  of  the  problems  that  faced  us  a year  ago  is 
with  us  still.  But,  we  have  weathered  well  and  we  have 
gained  more  confidence.  We  learned  to  survive  the 
challenges  of  today  and  are  facing  the  challenges  of 
tomorrow. 

For  me,  the  1972  experience  was  enlightening  and 
rewarding.  I owe  a great  debt  to  all  those— trustees, 
doctors,  administrators  and  others— who  made  me 
proud  to  tell  neighbors  and  friends  that  I was  asso- 
ciated in  a small  way  in  the  progress  of  the  Hospital 
Center  this  year. 


Report  of  the  executive  vice  president,  Charles  W.  Davidson 


Conspectus 
for  a 

Conglomerate 


The  past  year  marked  a full  decade  for  me  as  the 
administrative  leader  of  St.  Luke's.  Such  milestones 
provide  a reason  for  self-analysis  of  our  charge  and 
of  our  stewardship.  There  have  been  qualitative  and 
quantitative  changes,  which  we  have  attempted  to  re- 
port on  through  the  years  in  these  annual  statements. 

Our  organization,  its  sophistication,  its  multiplicity 
of  programs  and  its  growing  interrelationships  with 
other  institutions,  agencies  and  societal  forces,  have 
made  St.  Luke's  in  many  ways  corporate  or  even  con- 
glomerate-like. But,  obviously,  we  understand  that 
we  are  not  and  cannot  be  a corporation  in  the  com- 
mercial sense. 

Even  though  people  and  their  welfare  are  our 
proper  area  of  concern  and  profits  and  products  are 
not,  we  share  with  the  industrial  concern  the  need  to 
apply  sound  management  principles  to  our  work  in 
the  Hospital  Center. 

In  reporting  on  our  stewardship,  our  sense  of  dis- 
cipline causes  us  to  ask  ourselves,  To  whom  should 
we  report  and  what  are  the  bounds  of  our  steward- 
ship?; the  larger  questions  being,  In  whose  interest 
do  we  function  and  what  are  our  purposes?  Our 
charter  tells  us  that  we  are  responsible  to  all  the  peo- 
ple of  our  State  and  that  we  are  to  operate  an  insti- 
tution of  healing.  Perhaps  we  can  examine  the  ques- 
tions more  closely  as  they  apply  to  our  philosophy  of 
management  with  a 1972  perspective. 


One  of  the  fundamentals  we  are  obliged  to  reckon 
with  is  the  self-disciplining  of  our  management  think- 
ing. Our  experience  tells  us  that  the  number  and 
variety  of  authorities  to  whom  we  are  responsible 
grows  each  year.  So,  too,  do  the  tasks  for  which  the 
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modern  medical  center-conglomerate  must  accept 
responsibility.  Each  change  we  make,  each  new  role 
we  fill,  each  new  audience  we  serve,  leads  inevitably 
to  further  changes,  further  expansion  of  services,  fur- 
ther demands  for  accountability.  Like  the  modern 
business  conglomerate,  we  are  providing  a wide  va- 
riety of  related  services,  meeting  a variety  of  related 
needs.  In  our  work,  we  use  a combination  of  related 
tools  and  disciplines.  Some  are  efforts  we  would  pre- 
fer to  avoid,  but  we  accept  some  tasks  simply  because 
they  must  be  done  and  there  is  no  one  else  to  do  them. 
Perhaps  that  is  one  of  the  essential  differences  be- 
tween the  voluntary  hospital  and  the  commercial 
organization. 

Thus,  as  we  acquire  new  responsibilities,  we  must 
develop  new  ways  to  manage  them— or,  in  some  in- 
stances, rededicate  ourselves  to  the  principles  of  man- 
agement that  have  brought  us,  rather  satisfactorily  I 
think,  to  this  juncture. 


Much  of  the  logic  Mr.  Trent  suggests  for  eliminat- 
ing the  short-circuits  in  the  health  care  network  in  his 
report  on  the  preceding  pages  can  be  refocused  and 
brought  to  bear  on  the  administration  of  the  indi- 
vidual institution. 

If  we  concede  that  the  Hospital  Center  belongs  to 
everyone,  as  the  charter  dictates,  then  everyone  has 
a responsibility  for  its  success.  It  will  be  a test  of  our 
leadership  to  develop  an  attitude  of  interest  on  the 
part  of  workers,  friends  and  neighbors  in  the  progress 
of  St.  Luke's. 

We  will  need  a clear-cut  set  of  guidelines  for  man- 
agers at  all  levels.  In  adopting  and  in  interpreting  our 
rules  of  conduct  the  prerequisite  question  must  al- 
ways be,  Why?  If  the  reasons  for  doing  a task  are  both 
valid  and  clear,  then  the  methods  for  their  accom- 
plishment will  be  the  more  easily  found. 


In  the  formal  management  of  the  institution,  a 
better  balance  than  we  have  known  will  be  needed. 
In  a properly  balanced  organization,  no  area  of  man- 
agement concern  is  neglected  because  of  increased 
pressure  or  crisis  in  another  area.  When  an  appropri- 
ate share  of  the  management  mind  is  devoted  to  each 
of  its  concerns,  the  needed  balance  will  be  present. 

Our  management  of  the  future  will  be  inclusive, 
not  only  in  the  sense  that  everyone  will  be  encouraged 
to  take  a constructive  interest  in  the  problems  of  the 
institution,  but  also  in  the  sense  that  our  many  re- 
sources will  be  mobilized  and  tapped  for  broad  cor- 
porate purposes.  Hospitals  are  particularly  fortunate 
in  having  a greater  breadth  of  skills  than  most  com-

parably  sized  organizations.  As  in  the  case  of  coordi- 
nating the  American  health  network,  we  must  identify 
our  management  participants  less  by  title  than  by  their 
competence  to  contribute  to  overall  objectives. 

We  have  seen,  in  recent  years,  a growth  of  man- 
agers with  specialized  expertise,  particularly  at  the 
middle-management  level.  As  the  tools  for  more  ef- 
fective decision-making  become  more  readily  avail- 
able, as  expertise  becomes  more  canalized,  we  can 
look  forward  to  fewer  managerial  Da  Vincis  and  more 
administrative  specialists.  As  the  science  of  manage- 
ment continues  to  develop,  the  trend  toward  the 
narrow  view  will  provide  an  additional  leadership 
challenge.  While  specialized  knowledge  will  give  us 
essential  team  members,  the  team  concept  must  not 
be  lost.  Catholicity  of  view  and  dedication  to  the  more 
important  and  larger  goals  will  need  constant  shep- 
herding. 


A propensity  toward  tunnel  vision  is  not  a human 
weakness  of  administrators  and  their  col  leagues  alone. 
In  our  hospital  situation,  all  the  providers  of  care  as 
well  as  the  recipients  and  the  payors  must  guard 
against  short-sightedness. 

Recognizing  the  corporate-like  nature  of  our  orga- 
nization, we  adopted  in  1972  some  modest  steps 
appropriate  to  such  a structure.  A large  diversified 
organization  cannot  function  optimally  without  dis- 
cipline, beginning  with  management  self-discipline. 
We  chose  to  demonstrate  our  commitment  to  self- 
discipline  by  introducing  the  corporate-like  vice- 
presidential  nomenclature  to  our  administrative  per- 
sonnel. A new  sense  of  order  to  our  corporate 
communications,  both  external  and  internal,  was  also 
created.  It  seemed  to  us  that  the  organization  that 
communicates  inefficiently  probably  is  inefficient  and 
we  attempted  to  show  our  interest  and  involvement 
through  a unified  approach  to  this  management 
concern. 


One  of  the  phenomena  we  have  witnessed  during 
the  past  decade  has  been  the  movement  toward  peer- 
group  organization,  both  by  those  who  labor  in  the 
health  field  and  by  those  who  are  served  by  the  health 
network.  Consumerism,  unionism  and  professional 
militancy  are  common  in  the  modern  hospital  setting. 

Whether  the  root  of  a particular  group's  interest 
lies  in  the  desire  for  protection  of  group  rights  or  the 
urge  for  greater  group  participation  in  service,  the 
manager  is  faced  with  both  a challenge  and  an  oppor- 
tunity. If  groups  within  the  health  network,  and  within 
the  Hospital  Center,  recognize  that  their  common  in-

terest  lies  in  the  success  of  the  organization,  both  in 
the  operating  sense  and  in  the  sense  of  its  health  care 
goals,  then  we  can  look  to  a cooperative  and  produc- 
tive future. 

From  an  internal,  functional  point  of  view,  the  man- 
ager in  any  large,  diverse  operation  faces  two  dam- 
aging dangers— the  spread  of  the  bureaucracy  and  the 
localization  of  interest.  As  our  institution  expands  in 
size  and  roles,  the  “family"  spirit  we  have  prided  our- 
selves upon  becomes  more  difficult  to  preserve.  St. 
Luke's,  as  a voluntary  hospital,  has  a quasi-public  re- 
sponsibility—for  the  public's  health  and  for  its  money. 
In  that  sense,  each  “family"  member  has  stewardship 
responsibilities.  Neither  the  buck-passing  of  the 
bureaucrat  nor  the  “good  soldier"  attitude  of  the 
single-discipline  expert  will  relieve  any  of  us  from 
our  broad  stewardship  responsibilities.  By  encour- 
aging and  rewarding  initiative  and  by  emphasizing 
the  broad  rather  than  the  narrow  objectives,  the  man- 
ager can  keep  aflame  the  “family"  concept. 

At  St.  Luke's,  the  patient  — the  whole  man  — can 
never  be  thought  of  as  "a  broken  leg"  or  a “misplaced 
medical  record." 


If  our  conglomerate-like  Hospital  Center  is  to  be 
well-coordinated  and  productive,  we  will  need,  even 
more  than  in  the  past,  a center  for  decision-making. 
Such  decision-making  demands  a sturdy  management 
—liberal  enough  to  seek  and  accept  advice,  yet  con- 
fident enough  to  accept  responsibility  for  its  deci- 
sions. Redefining  and  clearly  stating  lines  of  authority 
which  recognize  the  newly  emerging  areas  of  com- 
petence and  the  wider  distribution  of  management 
responsibility  is  a task  for  the  higher  levels  of  man- 
agement to  keep  under  constant  review. 

In  the  long  run,  the  variety  of  crises  and  the  rapid 
expansion  of  functions  we  have  endured  in  the  past 
decade  will  serve  us  well.  By  and  large,  our  manage- 
ment at  all  levels— and  I include  here  physicians  and 
other  professionals— are  both  young  and  experienced. 
They  have  been  tested  by  student  and  community 
protest,  by  financial  difficulty,  by  the  ever-increasing 
monitoring  of  outside  agencies,  by  the  explosion  of 
knowledge  and  by  the  incessant  new  demands  upon 
St.  Luke's  as  a microcosm  of  the  health  network. 

I do  believe  the  management  team  we  have  as- 
sembled—the  several  thousands  of  us— is  steeled 
and  competent  to  carry  on  in  the  next  decade  of 
challenge. 


Giving  72 


St.  Luke's  experienced  a successful  fund-raising  year 
in  1972.  Bulwarked  by  a generous  million-dollar  en- 
dowment from  the  Andrew  W.  Mellon  Foundation 
to  establish  an  Ailsa  Mellon  Bruce  Professorship  and 
capped  by  a record-breaking  $190,000  response  from 
1,700  friends  to  its  annual  year-end  appeal  for  "The 
Objects  of  Our  Affections",  the  development  office 
processed  more  than  $2.5  million  in  gifts. 

The  Dual  Century  Fund,  St.  Luke's  capital  funding 
arm,  ended  its  twelve-year,  thirteen-million-dollar 
life  with  more  than  a quarter-million  dollars  in  1972 
gifts.  Buoyed  again  by  their  ever-optimistic  spirit,  the 
St.  Luke's  Auxiliary  and  Woman's  Assistant  Board 
raised  more  than  $15,000  through  their  Spring  fashion 
show  and  Christmas  dance. 

The  United  Fund  of  Greater  New  York  and  the 
United  Hospital  Fund  gave  a total  of  nearly  $85,000. 
General  purpose  giving  totalled  over  a quarter-million 
dollars.  Other  contributions  and  grants  were  $3.7  mil- 
lion. In  all,  St.  Luke's  realized  some  $4.1  million  in  gifts 
and  benefactions  of  all  kinds. 

The  outpouring  of  support  for  "The  Objects  of  Our 
Affections"  was  more  important  than  ever  as  our  final 
deficit  for  1972  was  in  excess  of  $1  million.  As  always, 
the  giving  spirit  during  the  year  was  best  exemplified 
by  the  volunteers,  physicians  and  staffs  who  brought 
the  gift  of  health  to  so  many  thousands  in  1972.

In  1972,  St.  Luke's  spent  $48.4  million.  Our  operating 
revenue  was  $43.9  million,  providing  a loss  from  oper- 
ations of  $4.5  million.  Our  non-operating  revenues, 
which  include  investments  and  general  purpose  gifts 
and  legacies,  were  $3.4  million. 

The  final  loss  for  the  year  was  $1,096,988.  We  ex- 
perienced this  deficit  despite  a retrenchment  pro- 
gram. Staff  was  reduced,  expense  budgets  were  cut, 
and  capital  expenses  were  held  to  a minimum. 

Our  problem  continued  to  lie  in  the  revenue  con- 
trolling legislation  of  New  York  State  and  the  Federal 
Economic  Stabilization  Program.  The  interaction  of 
the  two  controls  affected  the  reimbursement  rates 
hospitals  receive  from  third-party  payors,  such  as  Blue 
Cross  and  Medicaid.  The  rates  are  established  before 
the  full  cost  to  the  Hospital  Center  of  rendering  care 
to  the  community  is  known. 

There  seems  no  end  to  deficits  until  a more  equita- 
ble reimbursement  system  is  developed.  Unfortu- 
nately, St.  Luke's  and  many  of  the  other  voluntary  hos- 
pitals of  New  York  are  now  bereft  of  reserve  funds  and 
cannot  sustain  further  losses  of  this  magnitude. 

The  Hospital  Center's  1972  financial  statement  was 
prepared  in  accordance  with  the  hospital  audit  guide 
of  the  American  Institute  of  Certified  Public  Account- 
ants. Recent  changes  in  this  guide  require  that  certain 
non-recurring  funds  formerly  restricted  by  the  trust- 
ees must  now  be  reflected  as  income. 

Copies  of  the  auditor's  statement  are  on  file  at  the 
Hospital  Center.

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Report  of  the  president  of  the  medical  board,  Robert  S.  Beekman,  M.D.

The  medical  staff  was  fortunate,  in  1972,  to  be  able  to 
play  a role  with  others  at  the  Hospital  Center  in 
achieving  some  important  objectives  and  in  weather- 
ing the  difficulties  that  the  financial  situation  brought 
to  St.  Luke's. 

Our  entry  into  the  field  of  organ  transplantation  and 
the  completion  of  over  one  thousand  open-heart-pro- 
cedures, with  the  thorough  and  complex  system  of 
support  and  related  services  that  makes  possible  such 
sophisticated  programs,  are  spreading  the  reputation 
of  the  institution.  The  Hospital  Center  is  rapidly  be- 
coming a major  referral  center  for  a variety  of  difficult 
medical  problems.  We  finished  our  first  complete 
year  as  a full  partner  in  education  with  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons.  Our  ability  to  attract  first- 
rate  house  staff,  recognized  scientists  and  academ- 
ically-oriented physicians  has  improved  considerably. 
We  fared  much  better  in  our  intern-matching  endeav- 
ors than  ever  before.  The  establishment  of  the  Ailsa 
Mellon  Bruce  Professorship  in  Surgery  will  spur  further 
financial  support  for  the  work  of  our  doctors. 


I and  my  colleagues  were  particularly  delighted  at 
the  way  in  which  St.  Luke's  responded  last  year  to  the 
ambulatory  care  needs  of  our  community.  Very  im- 
portantly, we  have  learned  to  work  effectively  with 
the  consumer  members  of  our  ambulatory  care  ad- 
visory committee. 

Physician  coverage  of  our  overcrowded  emergency 
facility  has  increased.  The  development  of  a holding

area  for  patients  needing  pre-admission  observation 
and  the  streamlining  of  home-care  procedures  for 
emergency  patients  were  helpful.  The  medical  board 
expended  a great  deal  of  energy  in  determining  ways 
to  improve  our  direct  community  services. 


The  continuing  financial  dilemma  of  the  Hospital 
Center  hindered  the  work  of  our  doctors  in  all  phases 
of  hospital  life  as  staff  reduction  and  budget  consider- 
ations plagued  us  during  the  year. 

We  were  painfully  aware  of  the  financial  problem 
as  our  physicians  were  unable  to  fully  utilize  the  new 
Service  and  Research  Building.  Modern,  well  designed 
laboratories  and  a much-needed  pediatric  emergency 
suite  are  being  under-utilized  because  the  money  to 
operate  them  is  not  available. 

An  ambulance  service,  which  the  City  would  spon- 
sor at  St.  Luke's,  has  not  come  to  fruition— again,  be- 
cause of  the  money  shortage.  A number  of  our  physi- 
cians have  taken  an  active  interest  in  the  techniques 
of  acupuncture  and  we  are  all  eager  to  see  if  the  tech- 
nique shows  promise. 

The  committees  of  the  medical  board,  working 
under  the  updated  by-laws  adopted  in  the  previous 
year,  proved  that  they  could  continue  to  make  great 
contributions  as  in  the  past. 


The  currents  of  our  times  are  inevitably  leading  the 
physician  into  a greater  role  in  the  management  not 
only  of  the  patient's  care,  but  also  of  the  health  care 
delivery  network.  The  challenge  of  medicine  con- 
tinues to  afford  the  clinician  the  opportunity  to  make 
important  contributions,  individually  and  through 
professional  organizations,  to  the  health  of  the  com- 
munity. 

For  those  of  us  who  have  spent  a professional  life- 
time at  St.  Luke's,  the  1972  decision  to  phase  out  our 
school  of  nursing  and  enter  a new  era  of  nursing  edu- 
cation in  partnership  with  Columbia  University  pro- 
vided a tug  at  the  heart  strings.  We  see  a beloved 
tradition  coming  to  an  end  while  at  the  same  time  we 
see  a new  era  of  expanded  opportunity. 

We  were  pleased  to  note  the  appointment  of  Dr. 
J.  William  Fielding  to  the  directorship  of  Orthopedics. 
He  succeeds  Dr.  Frederick  R.  Thompson,  whose  lead- 
ership of  the  department  was  nationally  known  and  to 
whom  we  all  owe  a debt  of  gratitude.  In  Ophthalmol- 
ogy, Dr.  James  C.  Newton's  status  as  chief  was  made 
permanent,  an  action  that  was  applauded  by  all  his 
colleagues. 

The  American  Hospital  Association  published  a 
"patient's  bill  of  rights"  in  1972,  outlining  the  stand- 


ards  of  care  and  treatment  the  patient  can  expect 
when  in  the  hospital.  Our  medical  board  is  in  the 
process  of  considering  these  for  approval  and  are  de- 
lighted to  see  that  most  of  the  ideas  contained  in  the 
"bill  of  rights"  reflect  practices  of  long  standing  at 
St.  Luke's. 

The  medical  board,  which  is  composed  of  the 
senior  members  of  the  medical  staff,  is  charged  with 
the  responsibility  of  setting  standards  and  enforcing 
the  criteria  for  care  at  St.  Luke's.  The  board  energeti- 
cally pursued  its  objectives  during  the  year  and  its 
committees  were  particularly  hard  working. 

My  fellow  officers,  Drs.  W.  Graham  Knox  and  Vir- 
ginia Kanick,  were  of  great  help  to  me.  I offer  my  good 
wishes  to  Dr.  Knox,  who  succeeds  me  in  the  presi- 
dency, and  to  Dr.  A.  L.  Loomis  Bell,  who  will  be  his 
vice  president. 

To  all  of  the  doctors  and  other  members  of  the  staff, 
as  well  as  to  the  trustees,  I am  indebted  for  making  my 
two  terms  a very  memorable  experience.
